Since then, he says, he has repeatedly 
called at her place of residence and has 
been unable to see his son. ‘ 

Mrs. Lemp and the boy live at the 
Washington Hotel. After obtaining her 
divorce Mrs. Lemp was dissatisfied 
with the $6000 a year alimony awarded 
to her and appealed to the Supreme 
Court, where the case is still pending.

Apostolic Delegate Says. Eleva- 
tion to Cardinalate Will End 


Present Service. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—An apostolic 
valedictory was sent to all the arch- 
bishops and bishops of the Roman 
Catholic Church today by Mgr. Diomede 
Falconio, the papal delegate to the 
United States. 

“By a letter of the eighteenth in- 
stant,””’ announced the delegate, ‘His 
Eminence Cardinal Merry Del Val in- 
forms me that His Holiness, Pope Pius 
X, will be pleased * to ‘ promote 
me to the high dignity of the Cardinal- 
ate on the occasion of the next con- 
sistory, which will take place on the 
27th of November.”’ 

Mer. Falconio says that “my eleva- 
tion to the Cardinalate will mark the 
end of my mission as apostolic dele- 
gate to the United States,”’ and express- 
ed his highest appreciation of all the 
kindnesses shown him by the people 
of the United States during his tenure.

TOBACCO TRUST 
WONT ACGEPT 9 
YEARS PROBATION 


Joseph H. Choate for 6 Per Cent 
Bondholders Refuses “Wicke- 
sham’s Scheme. 








By Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, O¢t. 31.—Joseph H. Cho- 


ate, representing the 6-per-cent bond- 
holders of the American Tobacco Co, 
announced to the Circuit Court judges 
at the tobacco hearing this afternoonmy 
that if there is incorporated in the re- 
organization plan the suggestion of At- 
torney-General Wickersham that the 
Government be granted the right to ap- 
peal to the court for further relief at 
any time within five years, none of the 
bondholders would consent to the disso- 
lution plan, and that it surely would 


fail. 


Sympathy With Independents. 
In opening his statement to the court 


ir the tobacco case, the Attorney-Gen- 
era] said he confessed ‘‘a great deql of 


Sympathy” with the independent  to- 
bacco interests fighting the _ reor- 
ganization plan and that he did not 
feel much concern over extra fears ex- 
pressed by the American Tobacco Co, 
representatives. 

“IT can readily see,’’ he § continued, 

“how men who have been fighting each 
other for years should come here ask- 
ing the court to cripple his enemy and 
hand his property over to him. That, 
however, is not the function of this 
court, and in such a case as this we 
must turn a deaf ear to consideration 
that might appeal to our human sense 
that it may not move our legal judg- 
ment.” 
In approaching the task of disintegrat- 
ing the trust the Attorney-General said 
the first subject of thought was of the 
size of the units to be taken from the 
trust. 

In this connection he quoted from 
court decisions holding that ‘‘magnitude 
does not constitute a monopoly.” 

That the general plan of reorganiza- 
tion is a purely practical commercial 
one the Attorney-General expressed be- 
lief. The objection that the proposed 
division of brands would not permit of 
competition he appeared to believe un- 
founded. 

“We think if this plan is safeguarded 
that it will restore competition, oo he 
said. “We are dealing in a measure 
ir. conjecture. I have for that reason 
asked that for a period of five years the 
Government reserve the right to seek 
further relief. 

Should Mave Further Redress. 
“We should not close the doors of 
this court. to the Government in case 
what we now hope will occur should 
not develop. If it should be made to 
appear later that the American To- 
baceo Co. was so powerful, without 
resorting to devices of the past, that 
it actually prevented competition in 
tobacco in any way, and be demon- 
strated that the company should be 
divided again, we should be’ given an 
opportunity to come into eourt and 
act.”

tive testimony by former Speaker of the 
Illinois House of Representatives, E. D. 
Shurtleff. 

The former Speaker resumed his direct 
examination and was questioned by At- 


ruption, in the Legislature. He testified 
that-he had no direct knowledge of any 
attempted corruption, but said that in 
the spring of 1908 several railroad of- 
ficials had protested to him about the 
nature of the bills introduced. 


Dined With Railway Officials. 

“IT was invited to meet these officers 
at a dinner at the Union League Club,” 
said Shurtleff. “Among those present 
was the late Ira G. Rawn, George A. 
Post of Buffalo, a Mr. Packard of the 
Burlington, and a Mr. Mulligan. Also 
someone from the Northwestern, the 
head of the operating department, I be- 
lieve. 

“The dinner was for the purpose of 
discussing railway legislation, to ask 
my advice and co-operation to prevent 
the introduction of go-called‘ hold up’ 
measures. 

““My understanding was that Post was 
heading a campaign. Later he ad- 
dressed the general agsembly on railway 
legislation.”’ 

“Were blackmailing schemes by which 
the roads.were held up discussed?” 
asked Senator Kenyon. 

In Doubt About “Blackmail.” 

“That was the general discussion. No 
particular bill wa# discussed. I under- 
stand their notion that some of the leg- 
islation was illegal. I cannot remember 
that the term ‘blackmail’ was used.”’ 

Questioned about particular bills, 
especially House bill No. 777, permitting 
railroad congolidation, Shurtleff further 
denied that he knew of corruptidh. 

He admitted he had acted as counsel 
for two interurban roads while a mem- 
ber of the Legislature. Shurtleff denied 
that he had deposited 40 $100 bills after 
the close of the Forty-fifth Assembly in 
1907. 

Attorney Hanecy protested against 
this question which was asked by At- 
torney Marble. He said it antedated 
the time covered by the investigation 
and had no right in the record. Sen- 
ator Dillingham, chairman of the com- 
mittee, ruled that the question was 
proper. 

Deposit of $3250 Shown. 

Attorney Marble produced records 
from the First National Bank of Ma- 
rengo, Ill., purporting to show Shurt- 
leff's personal bank account. It showed 
a deposit of $3250 June 2, 1909, shortly 
after the clos® of the Forty-sixth Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

Shurtleff said he could not identify 
the account as his, but offered to get 
his account from the Marengo bank and 
submit it to the committee.

Politicians Say It Presages With- 
drawal of Presidential 
Endorsement.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Oct. 31.—After 


one of the most bitter fights in the 
Democratic organization in many years, 


Bdward P. Goltra of St. Louis, backed 
by the combined Francis-Stone factions 


tiona] Cormhmitteeman to succeed the late 
Col. Moses Wetmore of St. Louis. E. 
Y. Mitchell, a lawyer of Springfield, was 
his opponent. Mitchell was backed by 
the joint forces of Senator Reed and 
ex-Gov. Folk. 

The ballot on whidh Goltra was elected 
was secret. The result was presaged 
when the State Committee, sitting in 
executive sessions, rejected the contest 
of Hal Woodside of West Plains as 
committeeman for the Fourteenth Dis- 
trict. Woodside was private secretary 
to Folk when he was Governor. The 
committee seated W. I. Moore of For- 
sythe, present committeeman. The an- 
nounced vote on the contest was 17 to 14, 

Immediately the. politicians who had 
been opposing the presidential candida- 
cy of Folk demanded a ballot of the 
national committeeman. It resulted: 

Edward P. Goltra, St. Louis, 19; EB. Y. 
Mitchell, Springfield, 12; John C. Rob- 
erts, St. Louis, 1. 

What Mitchell’s Defeat Means. 
Although Lon Sanders, manager of 
Folk’s presidential campaign, stated at 
noon, after the result had been an- 
nounced, that the defeat of Mitchell, 
the Reed-Folk candidate, would have 
no bearing whatever on the St. Louis 
man’s candidacy for the presidency, 
politicians say it presages the breaking 
of the indorsement given to Folk “by 
the State Committee two years ago to 
draw Folk from the Reed-Francis sena- 
torial fight. 

Goltra had behind him, however, in 
the fight for national committeeman 
the friends of Champ Clark, the Fran- 
cis wing which is for Harmon, and the 
friends of Wilson. Judge Virgil Rule 
of St. Louis was the personal repre- 
sentative of. Clark at, the meeting and 
was .active in bringing about Goltra’'s 
election. 

Whatever advantage to the many 
presidential candidates may have been 
gained out of this morning's fight, poli- 
ticlans say, accrued to Harmon. The 
defeat of Mitchell was a blow to the 
Folk men as well as a rap at the lead- 
ership of Reed over the Democracy of 
Western Missouri. 

Should Clark’s candidacy now be 
urged, politicians say, it will be fought 
by the Folk men. In spite of Goltra’s 
personal friendship to Wilson, it is be- 
lieved Harry Hawes, former Demo- 
cratic boss of St. Louis, and David R. 
Francis, who are known to be friends 
of Judson Harmon, will attempt to use 
Goltra’s election to the advantage of 
the Ohio Governor. 


DISCOLORED WATER 
IS NOT HARMFUL 


It Comes From Vegetation and 
Will Pass Away in a Few 
Days. 


The vegetation which stains the wa- 
ter St. Louisans are drinking will wash 
out in a few days, officials of the Wa- 
ter Department think. 

William Rolfe, in charge of the clari- 
fication and purification of the water, 
said Tuesday that the condition of the 
water was due to the fact that vegeta- 
tion, during the summer’s drouth, had 
grown down to the water’s edge, and 
had been washed into the river when it 
rose. He said the clarifying process 
removed two-thirds of it, but that the 
remainder could- not be taken out. It 
is odorless and tasteless, and Rolfe said 
it would'!not harm anyone drinking the 
water.

The Public Service Commissioner’s re- 
port on the street railway transfer sys- 
tem of St. Louis will be submitted to 
the House of Delegates Friday night. 
Copies of the report are now in the 
hands of the printer, and will be deliv~ 
ered to the commission Wednesday. 

The report will show just what sec- 
tions of the city suffer from lack of 
universal transfers. The commission is 
said to have found that there are some 
points on every Hine where the service 
could be improved by issuing transfers. 

The commission will direct the atten- 

tion of the Municipal Assembly “Mo a 
section of the Central Traction ordi- 
nance, under which United Railways is 
now operated, requiring the issuing of 
transfers from all lines to all other 
lines. While the commission does not 
undertake to construe this ordinance, 
nor make any recommendation as to the 
powers of the city under it, the mein- 
bers believe that no further legislation 
for a universal transfer system is nec- 
essary. 
James §E. Allison, engineer for the 
commission, said Tuesday that he was 
not at liberty to discuss the report un- 
til after it has been submitted to the 
Assembly.

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amazing manhood it had been his hap- 
less lot to be overtaken by the direst 
afflictions, semi-total and then total 
blindness. He was a man of action and 
affairs, not a philosopher. 

He has achieved all that can make life 
glorious. His capacity tor enjoyment 
Was prodigious--almost equal to his 
capacity for work—and he possessed the 
gifts of many-sidedness and keen appre- 
clation which magnify pleasures and 
give it color and variety. He had 
scarce begun to shed his boyhood. 

In the elements of romance and ad- 
venture the career of Joseph Pulitzer 
Was never surpassed by that of any of 
Scott’s or Dumas’ heroes. Its extremes 
touched the deepest abysses of’ squalor 
and want and the highest altitudes of 
opulence and power. 

Absorbed American Spirit. 

No ane of foreign birth ever so ident- 
ified himself with the land of his adop- 
tion, so absorbed its spirit, so caught 
and held at once its step and tone. He 
became an American before he grew to 
be a cosmopolitan. The mere lad when 
amid the roar and battle he arrived on 
these shores, he had little to unlearn 
and got his baptism of fire to issue 
thence with a mind alert and open to 
impressions. No man could see quicker 
or clearer. Intrepid, indefatigable, the 
human embodiment of perpetual motion, 
his onset was resistiess and his rise 
meteoric. 


From the first he compelled the rec- 
ognition of strangers. Out of nothing 
he created properties. His _ restless 
energy and prompt decision sometimes 
carried the idea of a lack of reflection. 
Yet he was a wary man of business, 
and though a daring, not an imprudent 
or unjudging journalist. 

The notion that he owed the making 
of The World to anybody except himself 
had no foundation of fact to it. Nobody 
had helped him to make the Post-Dis- 
patch. When he took The World it 
was moribund. Even its mechanical 
equipment was worn and out of date. 
He bought of Jay Gould nothing but 
an Associated Press franchise and a 
a bad character. 


Opinions Were His Own. : 


Within an incredibly short space of 
time he had put it in the running 
abreast with the foremost. He was a 
man of opinions and his opinions were 
his own. Circumstances hud thrown 
him in early association with Demo- 
crats. He began what promised to be 
@ brilliant career as a Liberal member 
of the Missouri Legislature, then as 
secretary of the Liberal convention 
which nominated Horace Greeley, and 
in 1876, taking opposite sides from 
Schurz, he gained distinction as a Dem- 
ocratic campaign orator. Later along 
he represented Missouri in the national 
Democratic convention of 1880 and a 
Democratic district of the City of New 
York in Congress. He was a strong 
speaker and writer and the way to pref- 
erment was open to him. Office, how- 
ever, was not to his liking. Yet he lLeld 
to the end consuming interest in polit- 
ical men and measures, the course and 
conduct of parties. 

His intellectual vitality was trrepres- 
sible. He was a most omniverous lover 
of books and music. His yacht, the 
Liberty, was a floating library and 
orchestra, affording him his last and 
sole pleasure, shut in from the world 
without; sightless, beating the golden 
ars of his splendid cell. 


Delighted in Research. 


The husband of a beautiful wife, the 
father of children he adored, master not 
only of millions, but of a commanding 
wehicle for, his aspirations, his ambi- 
tions and his abilities—still young in the 
‘love of life and the est of living—over- 
flowing. with mental and spiritual re- 
sources, destiny had made him poor in- 
deed; Promethus bound to the rock, 
Samson blind and helpless, craving com- 
panionship yet rejecting and resenting 
pity. One shuts “the book aghast.” 
One turns from the scene with the sin- 
gle thought, “He is free at last.” 

There were those that loved him. He 
was generous to a fault and litigious to 
a fault. Very amiable and easily pla- 
cated, he would fight at the drop of 
the hat. He delighted both in contro- 
versy and research. His professional 
equipment was complete. Nothing less 
had sufficed to stand him secure and 
true to the impossible creations which 
responded to his touch and to see him 
through the perilous adventures which 
both in politics and business he daunt- 
lessly provoked. . 

He was, in short, a most remarkable 
man, perhaps the most remarkable man 
of his time, leaving behind a memory 
which will grow larger as the circum- 
stances of his life and the peculiarities 
of his character and temperament are 
better known.

LONDON, Oct. #1.—The London Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch has received 
the following tributes of Mr. Pulitzer: 


AMBASSADOR WHITELAW RBID: 
I very much regret to tearn of Mr. 
Pulitzer’s death. He is one more of my 
contemporaries gone. My acquaintance 
with him covered 4 years, dating back 
to the day when he was a struggling re- 
porter of the Westliche Post in St. 
Louis. Politically we were as far apart 
as the poles, but that did not affect our 
pleasant relations. He was one of the 
great forces of American journalism. He 
took a moribund paper and electrified it 
into life. The progres: of The World 
has been steadily upward. Particularly 
during the last 15 years have I noticed 
its increased moral vigor and tone, due 
to the enthusiastic genius of the man 
behind it. I can only say I most sin- 
cerely regret to receive the news of his 
death.

JOURNAL: Mr. Joseph Pulitzer was 
a newspaper genius. Modern journalism 
as it is knotn today was in all essential 
particulars his invention. Not only did 
he strike out on unconventional, original 
methods in getting news, but he used his 
papers, both the New York World and 
the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, not only to 
aid, but to create public opinion in the 
interest of great reforms and the expo- 
sure of corruption. There is no more 
independent paper editorially than the 
New York World. Wherever he was, 
Mr. Pulitzer directed, energized, inspired 
its editorial policy. 

No one proposed for public office in 
America, no matter how able or dis- 
tinguished; no matter what personal re- 
lations existed between him and Mr. 
Pulitzer, was spared in the columns of 
The World if he had the slightest stain 
on his public character, or was con- 
cerned in any of the great monopolies 
against which The World waged relent- 
less war. His instructions to his editors 
on public questions, often canvied at 
great length from Europe, might be pub- 
lished tomorrow in proof of the high 
ideals he set them—their injunctions to 
absolute fairness to opponents and their 
relentless hostility to corruption, hum- 
bug and jingoism. 

Mr. Pulitzer’s historic intervention in 
the Venezuelan crisis marked him as not 
only a. great journalist, but also as a 
great statesman. He was personally a 
man of dynamic force irterested in all 
great political and intellectual move- 
ments of his day. His conversation 
always showed insight and originality 
enormously fascinating. The death of 
Joseph Pulitzer leaves a void in Amert- 
can public life it will be impossible to 
fill and will cause many bitter pangs 
for his friends who are in a position to 
appreciate his genuine goodness of heart 
and great character. 


H, W. MASSINGHAM, editor of the 
Nation: Mr. Pulitzer was a man of 
extraordinary intellectual force, breadth 
of mind and wide interest in social ques- 
tions, with an accurate appreciation of 
their bearing on politics. He was indif- 
ferent to wealth save as a means of 
serving ideas and satisfying intense 
curiosity about life.

For the 
honesty of his purpose, which was the 
purification of public life, he remains an 
example to the younger generation of 
American journalists.

Soldiers now guard all the city gates. 
Many carts emerge from the For- 
bidden City, some guarded by sol- 
diers. Cartloads of silver, sometimes 
without a guard, pass day and night 
in and out of the legation quarter. 

The moncy is brought to the legations 
from the defenseless Chinese banks for 
a temporary safe deposit and then re- 
moved to replace the paper circulations 
or to be forwarded to the Minister of 
War, generally in exchange for royal 
troops, who are receiving their pay with 
unprecedented regularity. Wealthy citl- 
zens also are intrusting their fortunes to 
foreigners. 

The Government has asked the mission 
doctors to establish a Red Cross hos- 
pital outside the city for the reception 
of the wounded who are expected to re- 
turn in a few days from the encouuiter 
with Gen. Li Yuen-Hueng’s rebels. 

Foreigners are anxious over the situa- 
tion in Peking, but not alarmed. Out- 
siders have not yet entered the lega- 
tion quarter. Nevertheless. the fullest 
precautions are being taken. Unarmed 
pickets form a line about the legation 
walls and exiending into the Chinese 
quarters. 

Fears are entertained for the foreign- 
ers in the province of Shan-Si, many of 
whom are Americans. The rebels in 
that province are said to be in possession 
of the capital, Tia-Yan-Fu, where there 
are several missions and which also is 
the seat of Shan-Si University. 


REBELS DRILLED 
BY AMERICANS 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 32.—An explana- 
tion of the superior military genius ex- 
hibited by the revolutionists in China 
is to be found in reports made to the 
War Department.more than 18 months 
ago by some of its trusted agents re- 
garding the’ activities of ‘Chinese or- 
ganizers in the United States, particu- 
larly on the Pacific slope. 

These reports show that as far back 
as the early spring of 1910, the Chinese 
were being organized into companies 
and being thoroughly drilled by com- 
petent iostructors, all of them white 
men, and most of them formerly of- 
ficers of the national guard or non- 
commissioned officers of the United 
States army. 

There was no less than five such com- 
panies in Los Angeles alone, all armed 
with the latest type of Mauser rifles. 
The organizations were regularly in- 
spected by a general officer, whose 
fame was reported to the War De- 
partment and who was said to he 








expedition. 

This officer’s inspection duties carried 
him periodically to Chicago and New 
York, indicating the existence of similar 
companies in training in those cities. 

A significant fact disclosed by the re- 
port is that only Chinese, no Manchus 
or Tartars, were admitted to these com- 
panies, and the purpose of the organiza- 
tion was to educate the recruits to a 
point where they should be able to re- 
turn to China to organize and drill 
companies. Most of these men dis- 
appeared from the United States about 
18 months ago, when the American mili- 
tary instructors were dismissed. It is 
believed that they organized the rebel 
forces now operating so successfully in 
Central China.

PARIS, Oct. 31.—News of the sudden 
death of Mr. Pulitzer created a pro- 
found impression in Paris, not only in 
the American colony, but also through- 
out the entire world of French journal- 
ism. Although it has been :nany years 
since he was in Paris for any length of 
time, Mr. Pulitzer left a lasting memo- 
rial of his generosity toward the French 
capital in the form of a statue of Wash- 
ington and Lafayette, the work of Bar- 
tholdi, the famous sculptor, which 
adorns the square known as Place des 
Etats Unis. 

Le Temps, which is regarded as the 
official newspaper of, the Government, 
in a long article outlining Mr. Pulitzer’s 
career says: “One of the great pov-ers 
of American journalism has passed 
away suddenly. His career was ex- 
traordinary.”’ 

The Paris edition of the London Daily 
Mail says: ‘“‘For over a generation Mr. 
Pulitzer was the most prominent figure 
in American journalism. Among all ca- 
reers of American self-made men none 
has been more extraordinary than his.” 

After detailing this career, the Daily 
Mail says: 

“Within a few years Mr. Pulitzer 
revolutionized American journalism. 
With the utmost boldness he intro- 
duced new methods of ..ews gathering, 
of publishing, of illustrating. His own 
leading articles were the most vigorous 
of the day.” 

Ralph Lane, editor of the Continental 
Daily Mail, who, under the pen name 
of Norm-n Angell, wrote “The Great 
Iliusion,”” showing the futility of war, 
which book, within a few months, had 
been printed in almost every civilized 
language, said today:

Phillipe Bunau-Varilla, one of the 
proprietors of Le Matin and former en- 
gineer-in-chief of the Panama Canal, 
whose subsequent connection with the 
project the World at times criticised, 
said: 

“Joseph Pulitzer adapted the newspa- 
per to the aspirations and needs of an 
intelligent, fomenting and sometimes 
Passionate democracy. He has been a 
Creator and has fought body and soul 
for the triumph of his creation. If 
sometimes in the fight he has wounded 
the wrong man, I am convinced he 
himself was first the victim of a treach- 
erous informer. If he made mistakes— 
and what man has not?—he acted al- 
Ways in good faith. His death means 
the loss to humanity of a powerful in- 
fluence for good.” 

Consul General Frank H. Mason, dean 
of the American Consular Corps, said: 
“I have always considered Mr. Pulitzer 
one of the most phenomenal men in 
American journalism and his death is a 

t blow to the profession. His career 
shows the unexampled opportunities

Champion of the People,

What would American newspapers be 


like if a poor Hungarian boy named 
Joseph Pulitzer had never come to this 
country? Certainly they would be very 
different from what they are. Mr. 
Pulitzer was an originator, an inventor. 
He invented a newspaper which hun- 
dreds of thousands of readers find en- 
tertaining and in which important news 
is not elbowed to one side by the wish 
to entertain. He invented a new kind 
of editorial—so clear, so insistent, driv- 
ing so hard at practice that it sounds 
like a piece of action. 

Mr. Pulitzer’s will was extraordinarily 
strong and clear. His conceptions were 
extremely definite. Upon their realiza- 
tion he expended prodigious industry. 
One hardly knows which to admire 
most—his clearness of aim, his tenacity 
or his inventiveness. He confronted the 
blindness of his later years with the 
same unconquerable spirit that had in 
youth fought poverty in a strange land. 
Nor did he forget, when rich and suc- 
cessful, how it feels to be poor. 





FROM THE NEW YORK EVENING 
POST: * * * And the way in 


which during the closing years of his 
life Mr. Fulitzer kept his intellectual 
interests alive though in the grip of 
relentless disease and stricken with 
blindness—misfortunes which would have 
crushed most men into despair or & 
stolid waiting for the end—witnessed to 
an inner spring. of spiritual vitality 
in the man and indomitable resolution, 
which are both rare and admirable. 

As a newspaper proprietor and editor, 
Mr. Pulitzer is to be credited with hav- 
ing championed many of the good 
causes of his time. Under him, for 
example, The World was early @ stout 
advocate of the reform of the Civil Serv- 
ice. This implied sincere conyiction on 
Mr. Pulitzer’s part, for at the time,the 
movement was not popular. Perhaps it 
was related in his mind to that general 
fight for the people against privilege in 
which he thought of himself as engaged 
—the spoils of office being, in this case, 
the privijege which politicians arrogant- 
ly claimed. Also for a revenue tariff 
and for sound money his newspaper 
valiantly contended. Indeed, it was a 
part of Mr. Pulitzer’s instinct for poli- 
tics and sagacity in reading the future 
ip the present that he should have been 
often on the right side of important 
public questions. His feelings some- 
times misled him and his sweeping pre- 
dictions occasionally went badly astray, 
but there can be no doubt that he 
cherished an ideal of public service and 
had a passion for making political life 
more decent. For all this we owe him 
a debt which it would be neither gra- 
cious nor just not to acknowledge.

8 &: © Fe dbegia 
with, therefore, it must be conceded that 
Mr. Pulitzer had a highest endowment, 
a gift which may be called genius, or 
any Other of the common and _ Delphic 
For newspaper men, like poets, 
are born, not made; and he was a news- 
paper man at the beginning ana ail the 
way through. To this must be ascribed 
very largely his commanding and per- 
manent success, that he never swerved 
for other rewards, never evaded any 
duty of defense or performance that be- 
fell, and behind all was The World. The 
servant of all, and at the same time the 
masterégof all, ready if necessary to as- 
sert encroachments of executive power; 
to turn aside from its high calling in of- 
fices of mercy to help the poor, the 
unfortunate and the oppressed; yet all 
the time standing for law and order, 
and all that is expressed in our system 
of constitutional government. Though 
Mr. Pulitzer withdrew from the world at 
large and minimized his personality, it 
would be an error to suppose that he 
surrendered any appreciable fraction of 
interest in his paper. It was his daily, 
constant thought; the burden and the 
mission of his life, and while his loyal 
and excellent staff performed his will and 
translated into action his ideas, they and 
their world-wide clientele will surely 
miss the building hand and the unerring, 
courageous judgment, so long their 
counsel and inspiration. American jour- 
nalism will pay to the memory of the 
founder of its second era of develop- 
ment and of influence, a tribute no less 
sincere than those with which it has 
long honored the great man who first 
brought it into existence and renown.

The career of Mr. Joseph Pulitzer, the 
deceased editor of the World, was in its 
beginning and end a typical American 
career, illustrating the benefits of 
Democratic institutions to the masses of 
mankind and helping to dissipate the 
mist of pessimism which now and again 
obtrudes itself to thoughtful minds in 
contem@lating some of the less attractive 
features of democracy. 

Mr. Pulitzer’s greatest work in the 
journalistic field was done in the early 
years of his ownership of the World.

One of his really great and lasting 
achievements was to demonstrate to the 
reading public that a great newspaper 
can be sold for a cent without detract- 
ing from its previous high quality. For 
this the people owe him a débt of grati- 
tude, as it has been the means of en- 
abling millions who otherwise would 
have gone newspaperless, to inform 
themselves of what is going on in the 
world. All in all, Mr. Pulitzer was a 
most valuable citizen to this republic, 
as soldier and patriot, as statesman and 
journalist. His life, exemplifying as it 
oes the heights to which the poor and 


| humble, gifted with enterprise and in- 


custry, can rise in this. country, wili 
Se re ee 
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promoting the financial schemes of Jay 
Gould. Pulitzer’s strenuosity soon 
porter sensational importance to be at- 
tached to the paper. His ideas, em- 
bodied in the World, resulted in the 
establishment of a new order of jour- 
nalism. Plans for increasing news- 
raper circulation, developed by Pulitzer, 
since have been widely imitated. But 
Pulitzer’s originality, courage and sa- 
gacity were ever shown to excellent ad- 
vantage. Out of unpromising material 
Pulitzer built up a great daily that cir- 
culated to an extent undreamed of by 
old-time publishers. Pulitzer’s publica- 
tions ever expressing Pulitzer’s opin- 
ions, made Pulitzer more than a na- 
tional figure. The fact that the profits 
from his papers made him a multimil- 
lionaire was only a feature of Pulitzer’s 
phenomenal success. In later years, 
though an invalid and troubled@by blind- 
ness, Pulitzer’s insight was not less 
keen, nor did he lose any of his power.

| TOUCHING TRIBUTE 


OF WANAMAKER 


Tells of First Meeting With Mr. 
Death. 


NEW YORK, Oct. .31.—John Wana- 
maker paid the following tribute to Mr. 
Pulitzer: 

“It may seem strange to say, as I 
think of the silent Joseph Pulitzer— 
silent for the first time in his life so 
far as my memory. goes—think of all 
the newspaper editors and publishers 
that I ever met on both sides of the 
sea, no other man made a greater im- 
pression upon me than my talented 
friend. 

‘‘My first knowledge of him dates back 
to about 1883, when he stopped over in 
Philadelphia on his way to New York 
to complete his organization of the 
New York World. The occasion was 
in the banking house of Drexel & Co., 
Philadelphia, where I was invited by 
Mr. Anthony J. Drexel, the senior mem- 
ber, who had inherited the business 
from his father, to have luncheon with 
Mr. Pulitzer and Mr. George W. Childs. 

‘“T had never seen Mr. Pulitzer before, 
and I can remember as well as if it 
were yesterday, that all the furnaces of 
his intellect were at white heat and 
under absolute control. There was not 
a minute wasted, for he showed clearly 
to Mr. Drexel, Mr. Childs and myself 
that every faculty that he had was 
thoroughly alive. There was no inti- 
mation of hypnotism. We were in the 
presence of a well-equipped, thoroughly 
balanced, powerfully engined man who 
was carrying us on by intelligence and 
genius under his own inspiration or 
vision of what could be done by a 
general massing his troops for a great 
battle for the betterment of the world. 

“This interview would be too long 
if I were to speak of the number of 
conversations I had at different times 
and different places with Mr. Pulitzer 
and the constant revival of the first 
impression of the fire of purpose in,his 
heart that never died down, and surely 
never went out until the last moment in 
Charleston Bay. 

“It occurs to me to put down here the 
incident of a walk I had some ycars 
ago in the forest near to Carlsbad, 
when I saw in the distance four men on 
horseback, whose central figure was Mr. 
Pulitzer. I. knew his sight had gone 
and something moved me to-get into the 
middle of the road, by which I halted 
the horses as they came toward me. I 
do not think that anyone of the riders 
knew me except Mr. Pulitzer, who 
could not see me, but when I shouted 
to the little group 530 feet away: ‘Mr. 
Pulitzer of The New York World, halt!’ 
To my great surprise the immediate re- 
ply came ‘Wanamaker of Philadelphia, 
is that you”’ 

“Think of two men knowing each 
cther and lHving 3000 miles apart when 
Mr. Pulitzer was abroad and I was in 
\{merica, and not seeing each other 
often and on2 of them blind. The singu- 
lar fact that Mr. Pulitzer had sight in 
his ears when he heard the sound of a 
voice is an illustration of the wonderful 
faculties that he had for people and 
things, and gives the key of the great 
bureau of talents that he possessed 
which were concentrated and consecrat- 
ed to the editorship and publication of 
a great journal. 

“IT have only to add that Mr. Pulitzer 
halted and introduced his secretary and 
his other friends and begged me to 
get up on his horse, which I declined 
under the promise to take luncheon with 
him at the Koenigs. villa that same 
day. We sat in the garden talking to- 
gether for three hours. As I think of 
that morning as he talked of affairs in 
America, his plans for his future and 
interest in the questions of the day, the 
trees over our heads seemed to bloom 
and sparkle with new life and coler be- 
cause of his brilliant conversation and 
wonderful purpose yet to be accom- 
plished. He was not only a magnificent 
talker, but he was one of the most de- 
termined doers I ever knew. It is a 
great thing to Lave known a man that 
lived so well up to standards and who 
never quit any work until it was @one. 

‘It saddens me beyond words that 
the sleep which he so justly longed for 
and was so often denied to him was 
only to come when his heart ceased to 
beat.”’

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Oct. 31.—Court 


convened in the McNamara murder 
trial today without visible reminder that 


the Los Angeles primary election was 
being held, and that Job Harriman, one 
of the counsel for the defense, was 
seeking the mayoralty nomination. Har- 
riman was absent, but this has been.the 
case during most of the closing days of 
the primary fight. It was said that he 
would remajn in the case regardless of 
the outcome of the primary and final 
election. 

All the talesmen were taken out to 
vote except those living outside the 
city. Attorney Harriman in his cam- 
paign has denounced the city adminis- 
tration for voting and paying about $21,- 
000 from a special fund placed at the 
present Mayor’s disposal for services of 
detectives employed in the Times dyna- 
miting case before arrests were made, 
but as these payments stopped when the 
McNamara brothers and Ortie McMani- 
gal were arrested, it is conceded that 
Harriman’'s election or defeat can make 
no difference in that respect. 


Tells Brother of Trial. 


James B. McNamara, who is being 
tried for the murder of Charles J. Hag- 
gerty, one of the victims of the Times 
explosion, came into court today with 
his four-in-hand black tie held in place 
by a tie holder bearing a small photo- 
graph of his elder brother “Joe,’’ who, 
like James, is under 19 indictments for 
murder. James B. confides each day to 
his brother his version of the trial, and 
the older man, who is furnished with 
the daily transcript of evidence and 
who is an attorney, interprets any 
angles to him. 

Frank Frakes, an Elizabeth Lake 
farmer, with a laugh which infected thé 
courtroom, was the first talesman to be 
examined when court opened today. 
Frakes, who is a resident of Los An- 
geles County, lives about one hundred 
miles away, counties in Southern Cali- 
fornia being in some instances as large 
as good-sized Eastern States. He said 
he took a weekly paper only and was 
too far aw@y from the scene of the 
disaster to be positive in his opinions 
about what caused it. 

The defense interrogated him about a 
conversation he was supposed to have 
had with a warehouse man at Lan- 
caster, Frakes’ nearest railway station, 
but Frakes said he did not remember it. 


Sleuth to Confront Talesman. 

The “slim young man,” R. H. Fitz- 
gerald, employed by the defense to learn 
what he could about prospective jurors, 
was expected to appear again to con- 
front Talesman George W. Johnson, 
whom he identified in court yesterday. 
Johnson denied statements concerning 
the case attributed to him by Fitz- 
gerald. 
It was known definitely at opening of 
court today that under Judge Bord- 
well’s rulings the defense will have to 
get along without exerciging challenges 
against talesmen on the ground that 
they are opposed to the infliction of the 
death penalty, it being held that this 
challenge can be exercised only by the 
State. Procedure on this point, attor- 
neys say, varies in different states, the 
reverse being held by the Supreme Court 
of Illinois, according to the defense. 

In how far any juror’s opinion’s may 
disqualify him from serving on the jury 
still remains a question for the Court 
to decide, with the precedgss apparently 
established that the talesman’s asserted 
belief in the guilt of the prisoner need 


not bar him if the Court believes he 


will be able to give a fair trial.

Champ Clark, Speaker of the National 
House of Representatives, who is spend- 
ing Tuesday in St. Louis with Mrs. 
Clark, in an interview with a.Post-Dis- 
patch reporter at the Laclede Hotel, 
predicted that President Taft would be 
renominated by the Republicans and de- 
feated by the Democratic candidate. “ 

Speaker Clark declined to discuss the 
presidential situation in Missouri as be- 
tween himself and former Gov.

“IT have declared 500 times since the 
adjournment of Congress that the Dem- 
ocrats have two chances to one of the 
Republicans to elect their candidate for 
the presidency next year,’’ said Speaker 
Clark “If -President Taft has just 
learned that he is in imminent danger of 
defeat in 1912, as indicated by his Chi- 
cago speech last night, he is mighty 
slow in finding it out.

Then the Foun~dromed to represent 
nature’s garb, with a leopard’s skin 
thrown loosely about him—appears upon 
the scene from a fountain in the gar- 
den and points out the wedkness of hu- 
manity and of conventional laws, thus 
excusing the seeming weakness of all 
the play’s action that had passed be- 
fore. At once the struggle between na- 
ture and conventions begins, The Faun, 
attiring himself in the garb of an Ital- 
jan Prince ‘and exchanging in- 
formation of the turf—which he 
seents from  nature—in exchange 
for an introduction and _ reception 
into London society. The insincerity of 
human laws and customs are just as un- 
fathomable to The Faun as his revela- 
tions and questions are shocking to 
those’ of his social party. This ex- 
change of views between nature's rep- 
resentative and those of the unnatural 
world leads to some genuinely telling 
comedy thrusts and points out little in- 
consistencies of social customs which 
could only be shown without’ offense inh 
just such an allegorical way as the 
play affords. 

This exchange of wit and wisdom fin- 
ally leads up to one real dramatic mo- 
ment at the close of the second: act, 
when The Faun breathes the breath of 
nature into the stony suffragette and 
leads her back to nature, where she 
hears the call of erent : elements and 
receives her natural Up to this 
moment of the play na no » has no place 
in the scheme of things, but fromthe 
falling of the second act curtain to the 
end, nature gradually claims her crea- 
tures, until at the end The Faun 
hearkens back to the forest, where he 
‘ig everything because he is nothing; 
: s | nothing because “he is everything,” and 
the men and women of the play do as 
their hearts dictate rather than as the 
money god or conventional law com- 
mands, 

William Faversham is: an interesting 
study in the character of The Faun. At 
times he geems as the character wou 
hava him—a demi-god—a real creature 
of nature—a wild, nature-loving child of 
the forest, who has no sympathy nor 
place with inconstant man. It is a 
worthy effort that deserves all the suc- 
cess it may achieve, and shows another 
side to this exponent of worthy drama.

The most brutally realistic play on 
the New York sta is the George 
Broadhurst drama, sche and Paid | 
For,” now at The Playhouse, in which 
& husband, who becomes a_ beastial 
monster when drunk, is made to batter 
down the door of his wife’s room, to 
which she has fled, stricken with hor- 
ror and unutterable loathing. 

It is upon this indescribably repulsive 
incident that the play’s entire story is 
based. One comes away from its wit-| 
nessing with the gravest doubts as to! 
the right of a dramatist to employ, or 
of a producer of plays to present, such 
a happening as a phase of the reai life 
which Art is authorized to reflect in 
the mirror of the mimic world. 

The scene which I have just indicated 
appalls women almost beyond expres- 
sion. It shocks even the coarsest-mind- 
ed man. 

The play tells a pitiful story, shrewdly 
building its’ dramatic structure up to 
this shamefukh climax. Its central fig- 
ure, Robert Stafford, is normally a fine, 
strong, clean-minded and. lovable chap. 
But, wine-flushed, he becomes abnor- 
mal. His.wife not loving him when 
first she married him for his money, be- 
ing therefore ‘‘bought and paid for,” 
has come to love him since their wed- 
ding day. She loves dearly the for- 
midable, hard-fighting, successful man 
who bends his proud head to her alone. 
But she loathes the beast whom drink 
arouses in the lower nature of that 
same rugged soul. 

And, because of this repulsion, fol- 
lowing the dreadful scene when he dis- 
appears, leeringly triumphant, she 
leaves him. Right here is where one 
loses something of the sympathy other- 
wise felt for her. A truer wife, know- 
ing the preponderant good in this un- 
happy man’s being, would have cleaged 
all the closer to him, determined upon 
refining from the native gold of his 
character the dirty earth in which that 
gold was set. Intuitively one feels that 
this duty would be accepted and dis* 
charged for true love's sake. 


But Virginia Blaine, now Mrs. Robert 
Stafford, sees only the lower animal, 
not the higher human, aspect of her 
husband. Consequently, when she leaves 
him, thus filled with loathing, the

gram from Rahmi Bey, the deputy for 
Saloniki, who is now at Tripoli.

“The Italians were unable to resist 
the flerce assaults of the Arabs and were 
compelled to retreat. 

“The Italians still hold three forts. 
The Arabs are displaying remarkable 
heroism and hope to recapture the city.”

He could not con- 
ceive of great newspaper’s doing its real work 
unless it had a great circulation. To talk to a 
small number of readers was like talking to a 
committee. He wanted to talk to mass meetings, 
But much as he appreciated the value of a large 
circulation, he would never seek to acquire it by 
bending to popular clamor. His detestation of 
newspaper demagogism was no less virile than 
his detestation of political demagogism. He would 
never flatter the public—he would never court 
its favor by sacrificing his convictions. He hated 
cant and fraud and false pretenses. 

At the time of the Chicago strike he supported 
Cleveland as vigorously as he attacked him 
later for the Venezuelan message; yet Mr. Cleve- 
land’s conduct during the Chicago strike was 
very unpopular with a large element of the 
World’s readers while his Venezuelan message 
was very popular with an equally large element.
